Fifer went to 
his mansion and sent for the various State 
officers to consider the proposition. The 
conference continued the greater portion of 
the afternoon, and it is understood the con- 
census of opinion was that there was no 
good reason why a special session should not 
‘be called. Chicago had the Fair; it was a 
great enterprise that should be carried 
through and made a brilliant success, and if 
Chicago needed legislation to enable the suc-

Besides the vacancies mentioned by’ Gov. 
Fifer at the conference there are a number 
of others of which he has not been officially 
notified. Senators Hogan, Yost, and Wasb- 
burne have Federal positions, and Repre- 
sentatives Lester, Jones of Sangamon, Allen 
of Warren, McLaughlin of Will, and pos- 
sibly one or two others are understood to 
have removed from tne State. It is a mat- 
ter of conjecture whether the Governor will 
take cognizance of these, inasmuch as he has 
no official information concerning them. 


A Possible Hitch. 
In connection with these elections, how- 


ever, a serious hitch may be found when the 


Legislature convenes, especially should 
there be any doubt about the organization of 
either body, and it is understood this will 
likely be the case in tne House at 
least on account of the serious condition 
of the health of Speaker Miller, who, it 
is understood, has not yet recovered from 
his attack of the grip at Pittsburg on the 
tour with the Committee on Prison Reform 
last spring. Should a fight be made and the 
members who hold Federal positions or are 


understood to have removed from tne State 


be excluded and vacancies declared, then it 
would devolve upon the Governor to fili them 
by special election, and in such event it is 
plain to be seen that nothing could possibly 
be done in the limited time before Aug. 3, 
and aspecial session would be fruitiess. How- 
ever, as there is no partisan legislation to be 
enacted it is hardly probable that any fight 
on this basis will be waged. Let there might 
be opposition, especially from the farmers, 
who do not appreciate the great need ofa 
special session at this time, and might avail 
themselves of the opportunity to wage tne 
old time war against anything in which 
Chicago 1s interested. 
No Other Questiens. 

Should everything run smoothly, however, 
it is likely, in the event that what legislation 
is needed is blocked out preparatory~to the 
convening of the session, as it will un- 
doubtedly be, that the session need not last 
longer than ten days. 

It is safe to say that no other questions 
will be included in the call for the considera- 
tion of the Legislature. Gov. Fifer has been 
formally requested to include the Compulsory 
Education law, as well asower subjects, but 
will decline. 


SENSATIONAL EXPOSURE AT OLYMPIA. 
Efforts to Bribe a Member of the Board of 


Education. 
OLxurtlA. Wash., June 10.—[Special. |—L. 


H. Leach of Vancouver, member of the Boara | 


of Education of this State, made the stant- 
ling announcement to the board:this after- 
noon that he had been offered $5,000 as a 
bribe to bring about the reconsideration of 
the text-book adoption, and laid before the 
board the check for the money, drawn 
in his favor by C. E. Eames on the First Na- 
tional Bank of Portland, Ore. Last Thurs- 
day the board adopted text-books for the 
State. Ihe American Book company, repre- 


senting the Bonk Trust of the country, re- 


ceived but avout 28 per cent of the books, the 
remainder going to outeide houses. Two mem- 
bers of the board, State Superintendent 
Bryan and C. A. Tiffany of Sprague, voted 
These two members, 
the trust agents now here in forte, were sure 
of. They wanted another and selected 
Leach. He was to appear before the board 
and move a reconsideration of its action of 
last Thursday so far as readers and arith- 
metic were concerned. Then he was to get 
$5,000, and was promised the superintend- 
ency of the Seattle schools, the trust men 
claiming that they controlled three members 
of that board. Leach made a mowon to recon- 
sider yesterday and it was adopted and the 
matter left open: He received the check for 
the money and exposed the plot to the board 
today. The board promptly passed a resolu- 
tion condemning the American Book com- 
pany and its agents. C. E. Eames is the dep- 
uty manager of a detective association in 
Portland, Ore., who was secured by the Book 
Trust agents to do the bribery. 

The reconsideration and adoption of the 
trust arithemetic and readers would have 
given the trust houses 80 per cent of the 
books in this State, involving thousands of 


dollars. 
THEIR ANGER HAS NOT BEEN ALLAYED. 


Small Stockholders Preparing to Make a 
Strong Fight. 
Tust there will be a fight on the part of 


some of the smaller stockholders in the 


Stock-Yards company against the sale of the 
plantis beyond doubt. At an informal dis- 
cussion last night a fight was decided on, 
and it is highly probable that before the 
week ends legal proceedings will be com- 


menced against Nathaniel Thayer, John B.. 


Sherman, the City of London Contract com- 
pany, and others, enjoining them from put- 
ting a mortgage on the Stock- Vards property. 
Legal advice consulted yesterday stated that 
the case was identical with the Gas Trust 
matter. 

At the Stock-Yards yesterday it was stated 
that many small stockholders had signified 
their willingness to dispose of their stock at 
the syndicate’s figures. Telegrams were 
sent to John R. Hoxié asking his intentions 
in the matter, but up to a late hour no an- 
swer had been received. 

Not a little indiguauon was caused by the 
published statements of John B. Sherman 

ing the sale. Said a stockholder: 

“The idea of bis saying he does not care if 
we lose $40 or $50 a share. He has no war- 
rant for saying that the’ stock will never be 
worth any more money. The property 
is increasing in value all the time. 
In 1873 the assessment was on 61. 100,000, and 
it is now $13,200,000. The men who organized 
the yards bought shares at 511 apiece. These 
men are the ones who want to sell now for 
$150. They also want people who bought at 
$200 to sell for $150. In 1876 they ae

CHANNAHON (ILL) SWEPT BY A CYCLONE 


Many Persons Believed to Have Been Killed 
and Injured, 

Jotunr, III., June 10.—[Special. |—A funnel- 
shaped rain-cloud going from west to east 
passed through the Village of Channahon at 
9 o’clock tonight, doing immense damage and 
terrorizing the people. Channahon is a town 
of about 1,000 pefsons, nine miles south of 
Joliet, with no railroad or telegraph. A tele- 
phone message says the roaring of the cy- 
clone could be heard four miles away, and 
the people were too frightened to get out to 
extend aia to the sufferers. A large strip of 
country in that neighborhood has been dev- 
astated, and reports indicate that a large 
number have been killed and injured. 


DARING TRAIN ROBBERY IN ARKANSAS. 


Desperadoes Wreck a Passenger Train and 
Plunder the Express Car. 

Littte Rock, Ark., June 10,—[Special.]— 
A daring train robbery was committed on 
the Cotton Beit Railroad between Camden 
and Texarkana early this morning. The 
passenger. train, with an express car at- 
tached, was going north, when the engine ran 
into a pile of logs which had been placed on 
the track. The train was derailed, the en- 
gine went over an embankment killing the 
engineer. The accident created a panic 
among the passengers in the rear cars and a 
scene of terrible excitement ensued, Just at 
the moment of the catastrophe three or four 
masked men came out of the bushes where 
they had been hiding and entered the ex- 
press car. Nesbitt, the messenger, realizing 
something of the truth, stood with revolver 
in hand, and, as the robbers came up. fired 
at them. The fire was returned, Nesbitt be- 
ing shot, and, it is feared, fatally wounded. 
The robbers plundered the car. carrying 
away all the money. They escaped, taking 
to the woods, and it is thought will be capt- 
ured before morning, as a large posse is on 
their trail, the country being thoroughly 
aroused, The officers of the Southern Ex- 
press company here can give no idea of 
the amount of funds stoien, but say it cannot 


be heavy. The sum is variously estimated 


at from $5,000 to $10,000. No attempt was 
made to rob the passengers, the robbers evi- 
dently believing the express car. offered 
greater booty. A large reward will be of- 
fered by the express company tor the capture 
of the robbers. 

One party has been arrested and is now in 
custody, but has not yet been fully iden- 
tified. 

Yesterday afternoon $10,000 was taken 


from the Southern Express company’s office 


at Texarkana and carried to the depot. This 
was sent North. Itis supposed the robbers 


‘Were on the lookout, but made a mistake, 


thinking the money was to go South. 

A great deal of ee prevails on 
account of the robbéry. Within the 
few years several robberies have 
been perpetrated within a radius of 100 miles 
of Texarkana. The people are exasperated, 
and if the guilty parties are caught Judge 
Lynch will save court expenses. 

About fifteen months ago a similar robbery 
occurred on this same line near Texarkana. 
Two of the outlaws, Steve and Rube. Bur- 
rows, the celebrated train robbers, were 
captured and confined in the Arkansas peni- 
tentiary pending their trial. Rube escaped, 
and Steve died while in prison. It is ex- 
pected that the men who robbed the train 
this morning are a part of the same gang. 


LUCK OF A PREACHER AND HIS FLOCK. 


Members of a Presbyterian Church Who 
Are Fast Getting Rich. 

PittspurG, Pa., June 11.— [Special. — The 
Forest Grove Presbyterian congregation is in 
luck, and all its members promise to become 
rich through a strike in oil made on the few 
acres of ground surrounding the rickety old 
chapel called a church. 

Tne site is located about eleven miles from 
Pittsburg and is rigut in the center of the 
new Grove oil fields, between Chartiers and 
Coraopolis. For years Deacon Beacom has 
been the pastor of the congregation, and it 
took the combined receipts from a few acres 
of farming land, a district school, and 
the offerings of a small congrega- 
tion to keep the good man alive, but by 
good fortune this is all changed. When the 
Vandergritt well was struck oil men rushed 


into the field to secure leases, but they found 


that the good deacon knew how to drive a 
bargain, and for three small patches of 
ground the congregation received $2,700 in 
cash. Three good producers have been 
struck in the last week, with an average out- 
put ot about 1,000 barrels a day. These zive 
the church people a daily income of $125 
from royalties in addition to the cash bonus.

If these wells come in as good as 
the others the church will have an income 
from royalties amounting to $7,500 a month, 
or at the rate cf $90,000 a year.

revised version of the familiar hymn which 
one of the drillers has tacked up on ‘the der- 
rick: 

Praise God from whom all blessing flow; 
Praise him for putting oil below; 

Praise him, ye drillers, give hearty thanks; 
Praise him for the overflowing tanks, 

While there is considerable jesting on the 
subject it is nevertheless apparent from the 
talk that the drillers trace some connection 
between the rich strike at Cravitan and me 
little church on the hill. 


HER HUSBAND’S H&AD AS EVIDENCE. 


A Widow Shocks. Judge and Jary and 
Loses Her Case. 

Younestown, O., June 10.—[Special. ]— 
Judge Robinson returaed today from Ra- 
venus, where he has been trying a case 
brought by Ars. John Valentine against sev- 
eral insurance companies to recover $11,000 
Ute insurance held by her deceased husband. 
The defense was that the husband had com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself, whereby 
the right of recovering insurance was for- 
teitea. Mrs. Valentine set up tue claim that 
her husband had died from natural causes, 
and to substantiate her statements she had 
her husband’s body exbumea, the head 
cut off, brought into court, and 
placed on the  counsei’s table. The 
head was badly decomposed, as Valentine 
had died a year ago. Both Judge and counsel 
were shocked at the spectacic. Mrs. Valen- 
tine, it appears, had taken this ghastly pro- 
ceeding of her own volition.

James H. Walker & Co. employ about sixty 
boys, all over 14—at least they say they are, 
ana most of them look as if they gvere.

This is 
also necessary at Carson, Pirie & Uo,’s, 
where fifty boys are employed. 

Furber uses the railway system and em- 
pioys but few children. 

Pardridges use only about thirty giris for 
cash and parcel delivery and keep the age 
away up, so that the girls soon aspire to 
clerkships. 

Charles Gossage & Co. have about a hun- 
drea boys, with forty-five perhaps who could 
be in school very profitably for a few hours 
each day. The plan of giving instraction in 
tue store is being considered. 

Marshall Field & Co. employ a large num- 
ber of cash boys, and the firm bas not contem- 
plated having classes in the building. First, 
because “ We require boys to be of suitable 
age and scholarship before they are given 
work; second, they don’t stay with us long 
enough in that capacity. They work up to 
higher positions, stop and go to school, or 
move away. Third, they go to night school 
many of thom. Foyrth, they play ball We 
encourage them in it. A boy who is shut up 
in a store all day needs to run. So, if our 
boys get through here early they go down 
on the Lake-Front and play ball.“ | 

In all the stores I visited the Doys were 
working only eight hours a day. Those who 
come to work at 8 o’clock go hom at 5 and 
have an hour for lunch. 3 come at 9 
and stay until 6. An effort is made to secure 
children over 14 who have a good common 
school education, and they are encouraged 
to go to night school by the incentive of pro-

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CONSIGNEES OF SMUGGLED CLOTHING 
’ MAY BE PROSECUTED. 


Americans if They Paid Customs Duties 
—Work Commenced on a Mammoth 
Cracker Factory—Reports of Trouble 
Among the Sugar Kings Denied—Life 
and Accident Insurance Men in Session. 


New York, June 10.—{Special.]—The per- 
sons who are implicated in the recent seizures 
by the customs authorities of various con- 
signments of English-made clothing may 
consider themselves fortunate if they escape 
prosecution for smuggling. Evidence against 
the consignees of the clothing is accumulat- 
ing, and representatives of the best-known 
families in the country may appear before 
Com missioner Shields to plead to indictments. 
The services of members of the crews of the 
big liners have been engaged by the London 
tailors to act as their agents, receiving from 
eight to ten shillings tor each 
receipt returned showing that the 
consignee had received the package 
which had been sent to him. From the small 
beginning made ten years ago, which amount- 
ed to not more than $10,000 a year, this busi- 
nest of English tailors through agents in 
thiscountry has grown so that it now amounts 
to between $400,000 and $500,000a year. All 
the swell London tailors have their agents 
who come to this country, put up at the best 
hotels, and solicit orders. There is no men- 
tion of any charge of custom duties, and the 
customer is not expected to ask questions 
about them. Each of these London houses 
has some connection with a firm of tailors 
in this city, Philadelphia, Chicago, Balti- 
more, or Boston, where any alteration 18 
made in the garment received by the pur- 
chaser free of expense to him. 

One of the representatives of the American 
Exchange of Merchant Tailors said today 
that the London tailors could not make 
clothing, pay the duties, and the cost of im- 
portation ana of the almost inevitable altera- 
tions, and compete in any way with the work 
of the American tailor. ‘‘They not only do 
it.“ he said, “ but they make so much money 
out of it that they are enabled to pay the 
very large nses of their agents, give six 
months“ credit, and also stand the losses 
from unpaid bills.“

A GREAT OCBACKER TRUST FORMED. 


The Eastern Factories Being Absorbed in a 
New York Concern. 

New York, June 10.—[Special. |—Work has 
been begun on a Mammoth cracker factory, 
with a capacity of making 1,000 barrels of 
flour a day into crackers. The structure will 
be on the north side of Fifteenth street, near 
Ninth avenue, and it will cost mot less than 
$1,000,000. The erection of this building is 
the first work of the newcracker trust, 
known as the New York Biscuit company, 
Organized with a capital of $5,000,000, stock 
for which has been or soon will be issued 
to the manufacturers whose plants have 
been absorbed, All the principal facto- 
ries in the Middle and New n- 
land States have been sold outright to the 
new company, but for the present they will 
continue in operation under the management 
of their former owners. In this city among 
the factories purchased were those of Brinck- 
erhoff & Co., Charles T. Goodwin & Son, 
William F. Catterfeld, Holmes & Coutts, the 
Standard Biscuit company, the Treadwell & 
Harris Baking company, and the F. A. Ken- 
nedy Company. The officers of the New York 
Biscuit company are: President, W. H. 
Moore of Chicago; Secretary and Tréasurer, 
George P. Johnson, President of the Dia- 


mond Match company; General Manager, 


Joseph L. Ames. The company has offices 
on the third floor of the Mercantile Ex- 
change. ’

New York, June 10.—[Special.]—The trus- 
tees of the Sugar Trust held their annual 
meeting today.

THE SONS OF THE EMPIRE STATE, 


Together with Many Daughters They Ban- 
quet and Adjoarn to October. 

The Sons of New York met at the Sher- 
man House last night and after a short busi- 
ness meeting sat down to the last banquet of 
the season. The 500 Mark was passed 
last night in the list of membership, 
something like forty-five children of the Em- 
pire State qualifying as active members. The 
announcement that half a thousand men were 
inline and ready to work heartily for the 
cause for which the society was founded— 
the World’s Fair—brought forth around of 
cheers. Mayor Cregier, the society’s head, 
presided at the banquet, at which were pres- 
ent, in addition to the members, about fifty 
of New York’s daughters. 

After the banquet the Mayor made an ad- 
dress and introduced Lyman J. Gage, the 
guest of the evening, who said in effect: 

“Tamason of New York and Iam proud 
to be once again in the house with my broth- 
ers and sisters. Weare now, however, in a 
new home and to it we owe our love and last- 
ing allegiance. Chicagois truly and purely 
a cosmopolitan city, aud I am glad to say 
that the genius of our people is suca that we 
can biend into one various elements of 
the city’s composition. One might think 
that National prejudices in such a community 
would be uppermost and that a true unity 
would be an impossibility. It is not 
so, and we owe the happy fact to our power 
of codperation toward the great end that 
stands in view. New York’s power of 
heartily combining is notas great as ours. 
The voice of conscience, the spirit of patriot- 
ism, and civic pride are much greater here 
than in the city at the mouth of the Hudson. 
I spoke of this to a distinguished guest; who 
was recently within our gates, and he con- 
curred in opinion. The people down 
there look at their city as a great organism 
on which they must live. They are parasit- 
cal. Here all nationalitiés have shown a 
spirit of unity in codperating for the success 
of the Worid’s Fair. We as sons of New 
York can do notbing better than to endeavor 
in every way to perpetuate this spirit in our 
great city, for whose welfare we must work 
now as never before.“ 

Mayor Cregier prophesied that Mr. Depew 
would in afew months remove to Chicago 
and join the Society of the Sons of New 
York, that he might better carry out his in- 
tention to labor in behalf of the Fair.

Congratulations were offered to Mme. God- 
frey, widow of the founder, by Miss Kate 
Taliaferro and to the benefactors by Miss 
Mary A. Phinney. 

The exercises were held in the Eleanor 
Reid Memorial Uhapel, commencing at 10:30 
a. m., and the audience which assembied 
there completely filled the beautiful edifice 
and overflowed into the equally beautiful 
grounds. 

A class of fourteen was graduated on this, 
Monticello’s fifty-second, commencement day, 
but class honors were waived and essays 
dispensed with, and ail the students assisted 
in the dedicatory exercises. 

The Rev. Dr. MePherson of Chicago was 
the orator of the day and the Rev. Dr. 
Dimond of Brighton delivered the historical 
address.

PIE FOR SIXTEEN IN LONDON. * 


An Amertcan Traveler Finds Amusement 
im @ Place That Fascinated Dickens. 

New York Sun: There is a pie-shop in 
London that Charles Dickens used to stand 
before, when, as a child, he drudged iu a 
blacking factory. Every day on his way to 
and from work he paused to devour the 
viands with his eyes, and sometimes, as he 
said, he pressed his tongue to the window 
panes, as if by doing that he got a littie 
bit of a taste of the good things that lay so 
near yet were so far beyond his reach. An 
American railroad man, who admires Dick- 
ens, hunted up this pie-shop when he was re- 
cently in London, in order to gratify senti- 
ment and curiosity. It proved to bea mere’ 
box of a place, in a poor quarter of the city, 
but the original business was still conducted 
there, and pastry of dountful aspect and un- 
certain age still occupied the window. As 
the traveler peered into the shadowy interior 
a voice piped at his elbow: “* Please, sir, will 
you buy me a weal pie!“ 

The owner of the voice was a small, di- 
sheveled person, with whom a veal pie or any 
other kind would have y ag right weil, and 
he made his request from motives of un- 
doubted and strenuous personal interést. 
The American repli as Americans do 
sometimes, with another question: 

“How many boys do you suppose that shop 
could hola?”

City a Nortuway, in reply to the 
charges of extravagance and jobbery in con- 
nection with the four-mile tunnel made in 
Tue TRIBUNE, says lamely: 

Tue city on all public contracts hires its own 
engineers and inspectors and there has to be an 
inspector for each gang of men whether it is 
large or small. It 1s also suid that the inspectors 
are paid for overtime without warrant. The law 
makes a working day eight hours. Frequently 
the men do not leave off work at the expiration 
of that time and the inspector must stay with 
them. Any time over eight hours for our own 
men is counted by law at a time and a half and 
in this way it soon counts up. 

This is ridicuious. At the tunnels—there 
being two six-foot tunnels instead of one— 
two miners work on each face. Two brick- 
layers follow. This makes eight men all told. 
Twenty-one inspectors getting 85 ver day, 
and working thirty-six and forty days per 
month each, are appointed to watch tne work 
of these eight men and inspect material. 
How can Mr. Northway justify such willful 
waste of the public money? Does Mayor 
Cregier really know that this willful waste is 
going on? If he has any doubts about it he 
has only to callin his bookkeepers and Mr. 
John E. McMahon, the superintendent of 
the tunnel construction. Mr. Cregier owes 
it to his own zeputation that an investigation 
be made into this system of reckless extrav- 
agance. When he was Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works he would not tolerate it for a day. 
Now that he is Mayor he has ample power to 
stop it and should do so. He should not de- 
pend on Northway or on Purdy. 


FIVE MILLIONS FOR THE WORLD’S FAIR. 
The Council acted wisely Monday night 
when it voted down, though with evident re- 
luctance on the part of many of its members, 
the proposition to add $7,000,000 tothe bondea 
debt of the city, five-sevenths to go the Fair, 
and two-sevenths to Tammany to be used to 
pay the wages ot more policemen, inspectors, 
etc.—that is, of more Democratic bummers 
and workers—and adopted in its stead by a 
unanimous vote a resolution calling for only 
the five millions for Fair purposes. The dis- 
cussion showed that the arguments advanced 
in support of the larger sum were shallow 
pretexts. It was pointed out that there was 
money enough in the water fund to furnish 
any additional water facilities which might 
be needed in 1893, and that 1f more policemen 
were required then an increase in the saloon 
licenses would provide the necessary cash. 

It was not so much these facts which con- 
verted the Aldermen who held sand bags and 
made them renounce their two miilion grab 
as it was that they sawit would be impos- 
sible to get what they wanted from the Leg- 
islature. Had their original plan been sub- 
mitted to that body either the two millions 
would have been stricken out, or more hkely 
the whole project would have been defeated. 
It is useless denying that there is a feeling 
throughout the State against a special ses- 
sion unless itis absolutely necessary. This 
sentiment finds expression in Republican as 
welias Democratic papers. While there is 
little objection to a special session for the 
sake of the Fair alone, there is much to it 
if outside matters are forced in. Thus the 
Peoria Journal, a Republican paper, says: 


To ask for a special session to consider any- 
thing else but a change in the Constitution that 
will enable Chicago to raise the necessary funds 
ought not to be considered, 


The Aldermen had been made to under- 
stand that if they insisted on their scheme 
they might beat the Fair. Not one of them 
dared to take that responsibility, and hence 
the unanimous vote to ask for but five mill- 
ions. THe TRIBUNE is pleased that its time- 
ly warning has averted a great danger. The 
junior Tammany has abused it for its course, 
but it had the interests of the Fair too much 
at heart to suffer an international enterprise 
to be Tammanyized. 


SULLIVAN KNOCKED OUT AT LAST. 

More complete details of the recent en- 
counter between John L. Sullivan, the prize- 
fighter, and Isaac Bromley, the journalist, at 
Chamberiain’s restaurant in Washington 
emphasize the offensive conduct of the noted 
slugger and the moral courage of.the latter. 
As the story is told by those who were pres- 
ent, a number of well-known newspaper men 
from New York and New England stopped 
over in Washington to spend a day, and Mr. 
Bromley gave a dinner to several of them in 
the evening in the main saloon of the restau- 
rant. They had but just seated themselves 
at table when Sullivan entered the apartment 
and coolly helped bimself to a chair next to 
the editor of the New Haven Register. The 
latter shoved his chair back, whereupon Sul- 
livan muttered something about being a 
gentleman and offered his hand to Mr. Brom- 
ley. The latter declined the slugger’s proffer, 


and when he demanded an explanation re- 


plied, looking him straight in the eye: This 
is a private dinner party, sir, and these 
“gentiemen are my guests and you are an 
“offensive intruder. I refuse to take your 
“hana because you are a bully and a 
“coward.” The big siugger blustered 
about, but Mr. Bromley kept his eye upon 
him without flinching and demanded that he 
should leave the room at once. After look- 
ing at Bromiey for about a minute and giving 
vent to some explosive epithets he turned 
upon his heel and left the newspaper men, 
much to their relief, to their dinner without 
further molestation. 

Mr. Bromley is an old man and bg no means 
physically strong. Had Suliivan been so dis- 
posed he could easily have mauled him and 
alt his companions so that they would have 
been past recognition, cleared the apartment 
and taken possession of tne dinner and eaten 
it himself, and had he been in his cups it 
would probably been his first impulse to do 
it. Fortunately he was in possession 
of what few senses he has and found that he 
could not biuff this determined man, or 
dreaded the consequences which might en- 
sue if he made an assault upon him in the 
absence of any provocauon. Whatever may 
have been the impulse which moved him, 
Mr. Bromley's moral courage was none the 
jess admirabie. It was a display of nerve 
that this big bruiser had never witnessed be- 
fore, and for once brawn yielded to brain and 
the overwhelming physical force of a brute 
was paralyzed by moral = intellectual res- 
olution, b is entitled to his 
laure's as a genial host who was abie to pro- 
tect his guests from insult, and as the only 
man who has thus far been able to fire the

company was not desirable. The tig bruiser 


—gratitude for his unavailing advocacy of 
the editor’s pretensions to an office. Mr. Ad-

Mr. Adams continually ex- 
plained to his friends that his inclinations 
were in another direction, but ne felt com- 
pelied to support the candidate from his dis- 
trict. That is the reason the candidate from 
his district now feels compelled to support 
him. 

The preliminary canvass in the Fourth Dis- 
trict ought to be settled without any reference 


to former candidates for office and without ac- | 


rimony. Itis doubtiess true that most of the 
working Republicans in the Fourth District 
are opposed to Mr. Adams’ renomination, but 
if he shall be renominated in spite of them 


they will be called upon to organize the dis- 


trict in his behaif and help to elect him. 


> What wisdom, then, can there be in assail- 


ing them now and denying to them the 
right to exercise any choice in the prelim- 
inary canvass? If they bave to bear the 
heat and burden of the day during the cam- 
paigu why shouldn't they have something to 
say about the candidate? 

We do not understand that the issue in the 
hext campaign is to be whether Mr. William 
Nixon shali be Collector of the Port. That 
question was, as we are informed, taken out 
of politics some months ago. It has been de- 
cided that during this Administration, at 
least, he is not to be Collector. Nor are the 
Republicans of the Fourth District pro- 
foundiy stirred by gratitude to Mr. Adams 
because he signed the petition of Mr. Will- 
iam Nixon for an office. That is an issue 
that nas been considered in this community 
for the last few months to be rather dead. 

Mr. Adanis’ claims to office ought to be 
urged solely on the ground of his merits as a 
Congressman, if he hasany. It is not wise 
to try to promote his canvass by abusing his 
opponent. His opponent has many friends 
in the district, and they are not likely to 
forget the Indian warfare that is being 
waged against him. If Mr. Adams’ injudi- 
cious friends shall continue to assail every- 
body who favors somebody eise for the nom- 
ination it may happen that there will be 
serious gaps in the Congressional vote elec- 
tion day. Every Republican vote will be 
needed in that district if Mr. Adams is nomi- 
nated, and some of them can’t be had it the 
present tactics are persisted in. 

The abuse of Mr. Willits is a fair token of 
the desperation of his opponents. Mr. WII- 
hits’ friends are not abusing anybody. They 
expect him to be nominated and they wish 
the support of every good Republican next 
November. If they expected to be defeated 
at the primaries some of them might be so 
rash and resentfui as to say ugly things of 
Mr. Adams. It must be that Mr. Adams’ 
organ has about given up the contest on his 
behalf; otherwise it would not adopt so fool- 
ish and suicidal a policy as that of attacking 
with vindictive personalities the whole body 
of active, working Republicans in the Fourth 
District.

INTER-STATE COMMERCE RULINGS. 

The Secretary of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission has issued pamphlet copies of 
reports of several cases recently passed on 
by that body, with a hint that editorial com- 
ments and suggestions would be acceptable, 
as it is desired to preserve a complete record 
of public opinion as to the benefits and ne- 
cessities of the act to regulate commerce. 
The most interesting @ases are those relat- 
ing to special classification and special tariff 
rates to emigrants on household goods, the 
latter being declared to be unlawful, and it 
is also decided that a shipper who has en- 
joyed the benefit of such reduced rate and 
paid the full tariff is in no position to claim 
that the difference between the two be re- 
funded to him. 

The desire of those who framed the act 
referred to and advocated its passage was to 
bring about a reduction to the lowest prac- 
ticabie point, and if possible to abolish and 
prevent all discriminations by railroad car- 
riers in favor of any person, place, or com- 
modity as against the rest. The principle 
underlying the movement was that the rail- 
road as a common carrier should serve all its 
patrons alike, charging each on exactly the 
same basis in proportion to the actual value 
of the service performed, including the risk 
run in the undertaking to deliver the prop- 
erty in good condition. This definition takes 
cognizance of the fact chat the labor of load- 
ing and unloading at the two ends of the 
route is the same for ashort haul as for a long 
one, and also that the handling of some com- 
modities costs the carrier more for labor and 
detention than does that of some other 
“goods.” But outside of this the discrim- 
inative right of a railroad official ceases, and 


ought to cease.. It is unfair to the rest of the 


community to carry the baggage of an emi- 
grant for less than would be charged to 
others for an equal amount of actual service. 
It is as obviously unjust to classify other 
merchandise according to correct or false 
nouons of the profit made by dealers or on- 
ers. That should be none of the business of 
the carrier. To employ such a standard of 
rating is extortion of money from those 
forced to pay the improperly high rates. The 
favoring of one class of shippers, one kind 
of merchandise, or any particular place is 
rank injustice to all the rest. 

These points have been made by Tun 
TRIBUNE, both before and after the passage 
of the bill, and it is in order to call attention 
to them now that discussion is invited, while 
it has recently been urged that the law as it 
stands has interfered with commercial prog- 
ress aid put a bar in the way of business 
enterprise. The operation of the law has 
really reformed the most giarmg abuses of 
railroad discrimination as practiced up to a 
few years ago, and has worked to the disad- 
vantage of only those who used to constitute 
the favored few, but are now obliged to pay 
about the same rates as their competitors. 
There was a gréat deal of unevenness caused 


dy delay in the interpretation of the law on 


twe broad principle of equality contemplated 
by its framers and advocates, but much of this 
hasdisappeared. Lhe whole of it would long 
since have been extinct but for the difficuity 
experienced in appreciating the wisdom of 
the measure by men who had received a life- 
long education im the line of making the 
traffic pay all it would bear while assuming 
to arbitrate as between rivai iaterests. It 
may be acce as axiomatic that the 
troubles which every now and then crop out 
between competing lines under the present 
System would not be lessened by any change 
in the law short of one to permit a return to

THE TWO TAMMANY HALLS. | 

Tue Tuinux has already referred to Mr. 
Godkin’s remarkable article in the Worth 
American Review on Criminal Politics,” so 
far as it relates to the origin and gradual 
growth of Tammany Hall into its present 
alarming and corrupt control of New York 
City. In another part of his articie he 
shows how it is that Tammany has managed 
to hold its ground. He finds the reason for 
it in its age. Tammany is now nearly 2 
century old: and for half that period was a 
genuine political club whose purpose was 
the dissemination of political ideas and not, 
as now, the plundering of the taxpayers of 
a great city. In this respect the McDonala- 
Cregier Tammany of Chicago differs from it. 
So far as age is concerned it is an infant, but 
it was organized for bleeding candidates, 
assessing officeholders, blackmailing corpo- 
rations, and raiding taxpayers, and it has 
already begun its work. That it has not yet 
obtained absolute control is evidenced by 
the way in which it was choked out of a two 
million dollar grab Monday night; but it 
is on the road towards it and will reach it if 
the taxpayers of the city are not constantly 
on the alert. 

There was a brief interim during Mr. Til- 
den’s lifetime in which Tammany assumed 
an appearance of respectability, but before 
his death the criminal classes renewed their 
activity and obtained complete possession of 
it, so that today there is scarcely a member 
of its large Executive Committee who can be 
said “ to have any really lawful occupation 
“outside politics or any genuine connection 
““with the respectable business or social 
„world.“ This is also largely true of the 
managing element of the Chicago Tammany. 
Mr. Godkin shows how easily all this is pos- 
sible, and every word he writes applies to 
Chicago. He gets right down to the core of 
criminal politics in large cities in the re- 
mark: Nothing is more surprising in the 
“attempt to deal with the problems of urban 
“life than the way in which religious and 
** philanthropic people ignore the close con- 
**nection between municipal politics and the 


various evils about which they are most 


“‘concerned.” The newly arrived immigrant 
gets his notions of right and wrong from city 
politics, and not from city missionaries, 
schools, or the mission chapels. ‘No 
“sooner has he established himself in 
„ tenement-house or a boarding- 
“house than he finds himself face to 
face with three functionaries who repre- 
sent to him the government of his new 
**country—the Police Justice of the arstrict, 
„the Police Captain of his precinct, and the 
„political district leader, These are to him 
“tne Federal, State, and Municipal Govern- 
„ments rolled into one.“ He finds out that 
he must have a pull“ on the Justice and 
Police Captain or they will have a pull“ 
on him, and that in order to secure this 
“pull” he must have the friendship of his 
district leader, and in the course of time all 
“that he learns of the ways of Providence in 
“the government of the city is that the man 
“‘with the most ‘pulls’ gets what he wants 
“and that the man with no ‘pulls’ goes to 
“the wall.” The panorama of municipal 
politics which unrolis itself before his vision 
2 thus graphically delineated by Mr. God - 
u: 


Every experience of the municipality satisfies 
him that he is living in a world of favor and not 
of law. He hears that large sums of money are 
voted every year for the cleaning of the streets, 
but he sees that they are not cleaned. He hears 
that it is forbidden to throw out dirt and ashes 
into the highway, but he sees that all his neigh- 
bors do it with impunity. He hears that gam- 
bling-houses and houses of prostitution are for- 
bidden, but he sees them doing a roaring trade 
all around him. He bears that it is a crime to 
Keep a liquor-saloon open Sunday, but he finds 
the one he frequents is as accessible Sanday as 
on any other day. He hears that licensés to sell 
liquor sbould be granted only to persons of good 
character, but he sees that the greatest scoun- 
drels in his neighborhood get them and keep 
them as readily as any one else. He has come 
over the sea with the notion that magistrates 
should be grave and discreet persons, learned in 
the law, but he sees seated on the bench in his 
— district his own friend, Billy McGrath, who 

s poker every night with nim and the boys 

ike Grogan’s saloon, and in court always 
4 his cronies a show.“ Nowhere does he 
come on any standard of propriety or fitness in 
the transaction of public business, or on any 
recognition of such things as duty or honor in 
dealing with the public interests. 


If Mr. Godkin nad been writing of Chicago 
instead of New York he could not have de- 
scribed the situation more exactly than he 
has done it in his sketch of the 
situation in New York. There is 
this differance, however. These evils in 
New York are the outgrowth of half a 
century of criminal politics; in Chicago one 
or two Democratic Administrations have 
beer sufficient to produce them. In New 
York Tammany is a century old; in Chicago 
Tammany is of recent growth. In New York 
Grant and Croker represent an old régime; 
in Chicago Cregier and McDonald are the 
sponsors of the new Tammany and its gang 
of political adventurers and freebooters. 


PROHIBITORY DUTIES ON LINEN GOODS. 
One of the most outrageous and utterly in- 
defensible features of the McKunley bill is 
its attempt to raise the duties on lnen 
fabrics, which are already over 33 per cent. 
It is silly to say that it is done for the en- 
couragement of the growth of flax fiber or 
the manufacture of linens in this country. 
All who are acquainted with the subject 
know that flax will not be grown here for 
the fiber. The article produced is inferior, 
for the climate is against it, and the farmers, 
will have nothing to do with a product which 


requires such incessant and disagreeable 


labor. Itis also pretty well known that tne 
manutacture of linen in the United States is 
attended with climatic difficulties. If it is 
really desired to encourage it the way to do 
so would be to take off all duties on the fiber, 
which has to be imported anyhow, and thus 
let the manufacturers have their raw 
material at the least possible cost. 

The vaiue of the linen fabrics imported 
curing the last fiscal year was $21,500,000, 
the duties coilected on them being $7,900,000. 
The McKinley bill proposes to add over 
$3,000,000 to the duties, whica will add more 
than that to the cost to the consumer, for the 
wholesaler must make his profit on the 
heavier duty he has advanced and the re- 
tailer his on the higher price he has had to 


pay. To make it the harder for the con- 


sumer the heaviest additions to the cost of 
the goods are made iu the cheapest grades. 
Cheap tablecloths and handkerchiefs are 
taxed almost double, while the finer grades are 
generally left untouched. On the goods which 
the masses use the duty is raised from 35 to 60, 
65, and 75 per cent. Who is benefited except 
one American manufacturer who makes 
about a millioa dollars’ worth yearly of the 
coarsest kinds of linen goods, such as crash! 
He will be able to advance the price of his 
wares 35 per cent. 

The farmer will not be denefited, for he is 
not going to grow flax for the fiber. It is 
grown extensively for the seed; but even 
though protected by a duty of 20 centsa 
bushel the American farmer has not been 
stimulated in growing all the flaxseed used 
in this country, there having been 3,374,000 

bushels imported during the last fiscal year. 
The McKinley bili proposes to raise that 
duty to 30 cents a bushel. Since the farmer 


cannot utilize both the seed and the fiber of ' 


er the aaing flax it will be for him to shone | anni 
seas bk Chay joe hia he is accustomed, | 


with a protective duty of 30 cents a bushel— 
or whether he will try to grow flax for the

While the n of American linen 
will, no doubt, be greatly encouraged — the new 
and higher tariff duties imposed 1 McKin- 
ley bill, it will probably be some time before the 
home product can successfully compete with 
foreign goods of the same kind. As itis, we do 
not even grow seed enough for our own consump- 
tion, leaving the production of fiber out of the 
account altogether. Andso long as we are com- 
be les to import seed for our own use there will

the consumers have to pay four or five mill- 
ion dollars a year extra for linen goods to en- 
rich one American manufacturer? Aftera 
trial of a century and a half the growing of 
flax fiber and the manufacture of linens in 
this country have been practically abandoned. 
Is there any reason to believe either will be 
revived by the time that fifty years have 
gone by and $200,000,000 has been needlessly 
taken from the consumers of the country by 
higher duties on linens? 


SOME BADLY INFORMED ALDERMEN. 

It is singular how little Aldermen reputed 
to be intelligent really know about the 
financial status of the city in whose govern- 
ment they participate. During the last two 
sessions of the Council some of these Alder- 
men have made an amazing display of igno- 
rance and have been laughed at for their pains 
by better informed colleagues and by non- 
official citizens who can give them many les- 
sons on municipal finance. 

At the meeting of the Councila week ago 
Monday Noble, Sexton, McKnight, and the 
others asked for authority to borrow $1,000,- 
000 to extend the water supply facilities in 
the recently annexedsuburbs. They wanted 
it immediately. They complained loudly of 
the dearth of water in the regions which 
they represented, and concluded, on some 
peculiar principles known only to them- 
selves, that it was necessary to bor- 
row at once to supply the want 
They did not inquire whether that 
want could be supplied without going into 
debt. They would not listen to brother 
Aldermen and citizens who told them that 
there was plenty of money in the Treasury 
to pay for all the improvements demanded. 
They actually denounced Tue Trisune for 
seeking to set them right in this matter. 
Sexton, who was made Chairman of a special 
committee whose first duty was to inquire 
into the condition of the city finances, would 
not make such inguiry. He persisted in the 
idea that first occurred to him. He wanted 
the city to borrow, and he made an exhibi- 
tion of his ignorance on this subject in the 
Council again last Monday in support of his 
mistaken notion. Noble followed his ex- 
ample. Vierling, who ought to have knowa 
better on account of nis long experience, and 
Harris of police court fame, and McKnight, 
Bortree, and Goodale, who are classed as in- 
telligent men, followed these leaders. 

It did not take one-half the time which 
Noble occupied with his so-cailed invective 
against the press for Ald. Cullerton, Ald, 
Dixon, Ald. Kent, and Ald. Madden to 
demonstrate to the satisfaction of the Coun- 
cil—not even excepting Sexton, Noble, 
and Vierling—that there is more than suff 
cient money in the City Treasury to pay for 
the improvements they demanded, that 
measures have already been taken looking 
towards the improvements they desire, and 
that when they are completed there will yet 
be a surplus in the Treasury. It was only 
then that the “roarers,” or, as Alu. Cullerton 
called them, the howlers,“ ate their own 
words and meekly voted for an amendment 
to the World’s Fair resolution which half an 
hour before they vehemently rejected. They 
did it with bad grace too. 

THe TRIBUNE bas sought to give these 
Aidermen instructions in municipal finance. 
In doing so it overestimated their intelli- 
gence. Ald. Cullerton and Ald. Dixon ought 
to establish a financial kindergarten for their 
benefit. They must be taught by easy stages, 
beginning in the municipal infant grade, 


AN UNJUST CHARGE AGAINST CHICAGO, 
The Springfield State Register, which was 
never any too friendly to this city, says: 


It would be a good deal better for the people 
of the State, and of Chicago also, if there was no 
call made for & special session. The provision 
in the State Constitution limiting the taxing 
power of municipal corporations was inserted at 
the urgent demand of Chicago and was cham- 

ioned by Mr. Joseph Medill of TRR CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE in the convention of 1870, and there 
certainly was no good reason for its adoption 
then that does not — for its retention in the 
fundamental law now. 


By provision limiting the taxing power“ 
the Register probabiy means limiting the 
power of municipal corporations to piunge 
into debt. The only limitation on the taxing 
power of municipalities, with the exception 
of counties, is a statutory one. That clause 
of the Constitution which keeps counties, 

ities, towns, and villages from blanket-mort- 

ing themselves is one of the most ad- 
mirable provisions in that instrument, if not 
the wisest of them ail. It has saved the citi- 
zens of the State from borrowing millions 
upon millions, most of which would have 
been wasted. What the bonded debt of this 
city would be but for that most beneficent 
provision is past all conjecture—probably a 
hundred millions instead of thirteen and a 
haif. Whenever it is possible for a city to 
run into debt the thieves, specuiators, and 
demagogues join hands, and it goes in as 
deep as it can. 

Tue TRIBUNE has always opposed the at- 
tempts such as were made at the last and 
preceding sessions of the Legislature to se- 
cure the revision of the Constitution so as to 
knock out that clause. It still insists that 
this provision should remain unaltered, ana 
it will continue so to insist. The proposed 
amendment to the Constitution does not look 
to tampering with that beneficent feature of 
the Constitution, nor is there anytning in it 
to which one of the members of the Consti- 
tutional Convention of 1870 could take ex- 
ception. When that body fixed 5 per cent on 
the State valuation as the limit of municipal 
indebtedness, the assessment was made on the 
basis of about one-third of the real value of 
property. The Supreme Court had decided 
that such an assessment was valid, and the 
members of the convention had every reason 
to believe that the basis then existing would 
continue. 

Byt it did not. It has gradually sunk, so 
that it is now but one-fifth or one-sixth, and 
the limitation, therefore, while it has done 
no harm, is more stringent than it was meant 
it should be. Had the one-third basis been re- 
tained it would be lawful for Chicago to add 
five millions to its present bonded debt. Ef- 
forts have been made from time to time to 
induce the Legisiature so to amend che rev- 
enue law as to enable the assessment to be 
made after the old fashion. Some time they 
Will ke successful, but they have not been

THE ALIEN LANDLORD. 

The Judiciary Committee of the House ot 
Representatives has reported a bill to pro- 
hibit aliens from acquiring title to or owning 
lands within the United States. There is a 
law on the statute book designed to put an 
end to the evils of alien ownership in the 
Territories, but the present proposition is 
much broader, covering the entire country. 
The bill declares that all foreign-born ver- 
sons who have not been naturalized shall be 
incapable of taking title to lands anywhere 
within the United States except leaseholds 
for note ing five years. It also contains 
a provision designed to compel non-resident 
aliens to sell their holdings within ten years 
or become citizens. 

The last time this subject was discussed 
was a hundred years ago, immediately after 
the adoption of the Constituton. When the 
first Congress set to work to frame anatural- 
nation law it was urged by a few that it 
should contain a provision ailowing immi- 
grants to acquire titie to land at once. At 


that time no alien could own land in any of 


the States, with one or two exceptions. The 
suggestion was opposed on the ground that 
it was dangerous—that a few aliens might 
take up about all the land in the Northwest 
Territory, settle it with their tenants, and 
become a power in the State—and that it was 
unconstituuonal, because the Constitution 
gave to Congress simply the right to pre- 
scribe the terms of naturalization and did 
not authorize it to interfere with the real- 
estate laws of the different States. On this 
ground the proposition was rejected, though 
every one was anxious to encourage immi- 
gration. 

A century later the members of the House 
Judiciary Committee, Southern State-rights 
Democrats as weill as Nutional Republicans, 
agree that the General Government can say 
whether aliens shall or shall not hold land. 
They say that, as the Government has power 
to exclude aliens aitogether—it has kept out 
the Chinese, for instance—andéd as the greater 
includes the lesser, it has the power to define 
what property rights aliens may exercise 
after they are let into the country and while 
they are still aliens. The abstract reason- 
ing appears to be sound. 

Should the bill pass, of which there is no 
immediate prospect, because Congress moves 
slowly generally in dealing. with subjects 
concerumg which there have been no strong 
expressions of popular feeling, the Illinois 
law regarding the hoiding of lands by aliens 
will be blotted out and the provisions of the 
Federal statute will govern. As this was the 
first of all the States to legislate on this mat- 
ter its citizens will not regret to see the Na- 
tional Government taking the matter in 
hand, and will not scold if the law passed by 
the latter does what the Illinois statute does 
not—force Mr. William Scully to sell his 
90,000 acres of Illinois lands, whence he 
draws about $200,000 a year in rents, which 
he spends on the other side of the ocean. 

There is still another question which will 
arise if this bill should become a law. There 
is an Illinois statute which provides that no 
alien who has not declared his intention to 
become a citizen shall be in the employ of 
any municipality or any contractor working 
for any municipality. If Congress oversteps 
the bounds within which it has hitherto 
kept and begins to prescribe what aliens can 
and cannot do, the point may be made that 
no State can add to the disqualifications, be 
they few or many, which the National Govy- 
ernment has seen fit to impose, and that the 
lihnois statute is therefore invalid. The 
Illinois representatives should investigate a 
littie and see how far this proposed law may 
interfere with tne legislation of their own 
State, 4

A COMPROMISE MEASURE AGREED ON. 


Congressmen Powell and Lodge Directed to 
Formulate a National Election Bill. 
Wasunineton, D. C., June .10.—For the 
fourth time the Republican representatives 
were in caucus tonight upon the subject of a 
National election law. The attendance was 
small, and as it was understood that a vote 
wus not to be taken before 10 o’clock to de- 
cide between the Lodge and Powell bills, 
the first. two hours were devoted en- 
tirely to a discussion, which only served 
to accentuute the preference of the Southern 
Republicans for the Lodge plan. The feature 
of the discussion was a speech in favor of 
that measure by Representative Cheatham, 
the colored member from North Carolina. 
The result of the talk was that when Speak- 
er Reed pointed out how the differences be- 
tween the adherents of the two bills could 
be adjusted, by the combination of the 
feattres or principles of each 
which were wnobjected to, his proposition 
was unanimously accepted, and Messrs. 
Howell and Lodge were instructed to formu- 
late a compromise bill. Its features will be 
an enlargement of the supervisory system, 
so that the supervisors shall participate in 
registration, voting, and canvassing. To 
carry out fully the national idea, the super- 
visors returns are to be prima-facie evidence 
of the mghtof a member to his seat and to 
revail in making up the roll of the House. 
n cases of conflicting returns the certificates 
of the State canvassers may be used to allow 
the House to form its judgment of the quali- 
fications of the contestants.

Sac AND Fox AGency, I. T., June 10.—The 
Cherokee Commissioners spent all of today 
arranging final details in connection with the 
deal made Saturday for the cession of all 
lands belonging to the Sac and Fox Indians.

All 
that remains undone is for the Indians to de- 
termine upon a plan for the payme:t of the 
money realized from the sale. Some want 
the whole amount paid out per capita at 
once, while others favor the holding in trust 
by the Government of a sufficient amount to 
guarantee an annuity payment every year.

One morn- 
ing in March the rising sun crept through 
the windows of her bedroom and shone full 
upon her sleeping face, but waked her not. 
She is sleeping yet, carefully watched and 
tended every hour. The spell of the trance 
stili binds her, while those who stand won- 
deringly over her couch speak in whispers 
of the strange thing and vaguely speculate 
upon the unearthly visions that those closed 
eyes are seeing. 

Received with Hushed Tones. 

Tue Tripuns reporter who called at the 
residence today was received with hushed 
tones and solemn faces. The house was 
comfortably furnished—even more, for the 
harmonious colors of the furnishings, the at- 
tractive pictures, and the bric-A-brac gave 
unmistakable evidence of retinement.

I can best explain it by using the word in- 
trospection.’ She was in that condition of 
mind when the thoughts were all turned in- 
ward, in self-contemplation—‘ introspection’ 
—entirely, and she lost the last vestige of in- 
terest in outward things. It is à psycho- 
logical and nervous phenomenon not without 
parallel but truly a remarkable one.“

SENATOR ALLISON’s EFFORTS TO Mor-

WasnHineton, D. C., June 10.—Senator Alli- 

son continues to be the troublesome member 
to the high tariff members of the Finance 
Committee. He persists in attempting to 
prune off the excessive rates imposed in the 
several schedules of the McKuniey bill and 
forewarns hig fellow-mempers that he will 
have to transfer his efforts to the floor of the 
Senate unless his advice is heeded. But 
Senators Hiscock, Sherman, and the rest 
have overruled him in most instances and 
the fight will soon occur in the Senate under 
the leadership of Allison, Plumb, and other 
Republican Senators who read public senti- 
ment to be in favor of reason- 
ably reducing instead of increasing tar- 
iff duties. It is estimated that 
a dozen conservative Republican Senators 
will support Mr. Allison, some on one some 
on others of the amendments that he will 
offer, and that these, with the support that 
he will receive from most of the UVemocrats, 
will enable him to put the McKinley bill into 
more satisfactory shape, uniess the Demo- 
crats of the Senate shall choose to play the 
game of Bitence when the voting takes place, 
which paralyzed the efforts of the moderate 
vrotectionists in the House. It is understood 
that certain Senators who want free coinage, 
or as near it as they can eet, are threatening

Rewell’s Election Bul 


‘The Rowsil bill providing for an extension 
of the application of the existing law for 
supervision of Federal elections by supervis- 
ors and an enlargement of the powers of the 
supervisors has received the approval of the 
caucus of Republicans of the House in pref- 
erence to the more radical elecdon law 
proposed by Mr. Lodge. Upon reflection 
Mr. Reed, Mr. McKinley, and other leaders 
were satisfied that tne Lodge bill 
was subject to objections which could not 
readily be cured, while the Rowell dill, with 
slight amendments, would answer the pur- 
pose aimed at. Originally the Rowell bill 

vided that where the National and State 
oards returned different persons as elected 
in the same Congressional districts, neither 
should be seated until the House decided who 
was elected. This has been changed by the 
caucus so as to provide that where the re- 
turus conflict the u certified by the 
Federal Board as elected shall be seated 
pending a decision of the question. 


Mr. Springer Gets Angry. 

While the House was discussing today a 
claim of H. C. Kirk and others a scene cc- 
curred just outside of the main door of 
the chamber which caused some excitement 
and drew a crowd. Mr. Springer being fa- 
miliar with the claim by reason of its having 
deen considered by the Committee on Claims 
in a former Congress when he was Chair- 
man, and being convinced that it was a base- 
less claim upon the Government, 
took the lead in opposing its 
passage. Having occasion to into 
the corridor he was confronted by Kirk, the 
claimant, who took hold of his label and said: 
“Mr. Springer, why do you oppose my bill!“ 
Springer replied that he Opposed it now as 
he did in a former Congress, because he be- 
lieved it was not a just claim. He had had 
no reason to change his opinion. Kirk said, 
in an insinuating way: I know the rea- 
son you oppose it, and I have it right 
here in black and white,” tapping his 
breast pocket. Mr. Springer’s anger 
was instantly aroused, and _ stepping 
forward he exclaimed: “How dare you 
is pugn my motives? If you mean to insin- 
vate that you have any evidence that Iam 
influenced by anything but a sense of my of- 
ficial duty let it be known.” Mr. Kirk, 
maintaining his stand near the door and 
looking pale and determined, deliberately re- 
peated the assertion that he had the proof 
in his pocket. Mr. Springer demanded that 
he produce any evidence he might have, 
and threatened to have Kirk taken before 
the bar of the House for contempt. Kirk 
made no answer and Springer returned to 
the House and related the facts of the alter- 
cation to several members and to Speaker 
Reed. Then be resumed his attack upon the 
bill and succeeded in having it laid upon the 
table, which is a very unusual method of 
killing a Senate bill. Kirk, who was looking 
down from the gallery when Springer gave 
his bill the death blow, has another bill cov- 
ering the same claim, which has been report- 
ed favorably by a House committee and will 
come up for action later. 


Opposed tothe Original Package BI. 


The Prohibitionists in the House have sup- 
posed the House Judiciary Committee would 
approve almost unanimously the bill passed 
by tho Senate for the purpose of nallifying 
the original Receaee decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States so far as to give 
each State entire control of the sale of intox- 
icating liquors within its own  bor- 
ders, but they received a.set-back in 
committee today. The discussion develop- 
ed the fact that while some members of the 
committee do notthink the decision of the 
court is sound, others whose support had 
been expected are earnestly opposed to the 
proposed legislation on the ground that it de- 


stroys to a certain extent the freedom of. 


commerce between the States. Judge Stew- 
art of Vermont said that if ngress 
interfered with this freedom in re- 
gard to liquors it might also be 
called upon by any interest powerful 
enough to command legislation that cotton- 
seed oil, or dressed beef, or any other article 
of inter-State commerce be made subject to 
exclusion from any State that chooses to pro- 
nibit its sale. The extent to which the prin- 
ciple might be carried was further exempli- 
ged in the discussion and the committee ad- 
journed without action. It is uncertain 
whether the committee will make a favora- 
ble report, but it is pretty certain that there 
will be strong opposition in the House. 


Working for a Bankruptcy Law. 


A strong movement is being made by the 
friends of the Torrey Bankruptcy bill to 
push it to immedate consideration in the 
House. The bill was favorably reported 
some time ago by the Judiciary Committee, 
but there has been no available time for call- 
ing it up in the House. A committee repre- 
senting the commercial conventions held 
last year in St. Louis and St. Paul, ana inolud- 
ing prominent business-men from cities in all 
parts of the country, is here seeking to pro- 
mote the bill. They have had interviews 
with Speaker Reed and members of the Com- 
mittee on Rules, besides influential Repre- 


gentatives on both sides of the chamber. The 


bill can be reached when the Judiciary Com- 
mittee is called to present bills for action, or 
more expeditiously by a special rule, such as 
was used to put through the Silver bill, pro- 
vided Speaker Reed can be persuaded to 
take sufficient interest in the matter. When 
he was asked to give the Bankruptcy bill a 
chance, Mr. Reed replied that he had not 
read the bill and did not. know anything as 
to the probabilities of its passage or defeat, 
but as there: seemed to be a universal de- 
mand for its consideration he thougnt Con- 

ress ought either to pass the measure or de- 
eat it. he promoters of the bili are great- 
ly encouraged by this remark.

REPORTS ON THE CONDITION OF WHEAT. 
The Acreage. Reduced in All the Prominent 
Agricaltural States. 

Wasnineton, D. C., June 10.—The statistic- 
al returns of June to the Department of Ag- 
riculture inciude preliminary estimates of 
the area of wheat, both spring and winter, 
and its condition, While several States in- 
creased the area of winter wheat last 
autumn, the heavy reduction by plowing and 


planting in other crops to replace the winter 
wheat killed in Illinois and Indiana and a 


limited extent in two or three other States, 


has reduced the acreage in every wheat- 
growing State of any prominence except 
ansas and Oregon. yee 

The percentages represent the actual area 
now growing in comparison with the acreage 
harvested last year, and include all that was 
seeded last fall except what has been re- 
placed by other crops. The general average 
is 91.2, a reduction of 8.8 per cent of last 
year’s winter wheat area. 

The percentages of the principal States are 
as follows: New York, 98; Pennsylvania, 99; 
Virginia, 97; Georgia, 88; Texas, 75; Ken- 
tucky, 94; Ohio, 9; Michigan, pu; Iudiana, 
89; Illinois, 76; Missouri, 96; Kansas, 100; 
California, 80; Oregon, 103. 

An increase in acreage of spring wheat is 
reported, except in Wisconsin and Dakota. 
The percentages are: Wisconsin, 97; Minne- 
sota, 118; Iowa, 104; Nebraska, 105; tne Da- 
kotas, 95. There is also increase in Colorado, 
Washington, and the Territories, The gen- 
eral percentage is 103.5. g 

Taking winter and spring wheat together 
the percentage of last year’s breadth is 95.4, 
showing a net loss of nearly one and three- 
fourths millions acres. The estimated area 
of 1889 was 38,123,859 acres. 

Condition of growing wheat has declined 
from 80 to 78.1 since the Ist of May. Slight 
improvement is noticed in New York and 
Pennsylvania and in Ohio and California. 

Condition of wheat in Indiana, Illinois, and 
Texas remains at the same iow figures of 
last month. 

Deciine is apparent in Michigan, Missouri, 
and Kansas, and in nearly all the Southern 
States. The plants are generally thin on the 
ground and lacking in develepmeat. The 
patches of bare spots are more conspicuous 
as the season progresses. The averages of 
condituon of principal States are: New York, 
93; Pennsylvania, 98; Virginia, 87; Georgia, 
55; Texas, 67; Tennessee, 72; Kentucky, 86; 
Ohio, 84; Michigan 60; Indiana, 63; Illinois, 
64; Missouri, 77; Kansas, 80; California, 86; 
Oregon, 91, | 

Ine following are some of the spring 
wheat percentages of condition: Wisconsin, 
82; Minnesota, 97; Iowa, 98; Nebraska, 85; 
Dakota, 90; Colorado, 90. ihe average of 
entire spring wheat breadth is 91.2. 

The reported area of oats is 98.7; condi- 
tion, 89.8. Area of barley, 98.1; condition, 
86.4. Area of rve, 98.5; condition, 92.3. 
Area of clover, 100.7; condition, 95.1. 

Wasnrneton, D. C., June 10.—The statis- 
tical returns for June to the Department of 
Agriculture show an increase in acreage in 
cotton in nearly every State. 

Except on the Atlantic coast the excess of 
rain has retarded chopping out and cultiva- 
on, leaving the crop somewhat grassy, 
though recent fine weather has done much to 
secure clean cultivation.

New Lon, June 10.— (Special. }|—The mar- 
ket today was a dull one for railroad stocks, 
with fluctuations for the most part confined 
to fractions. Sugar Trust» were the domi- 
nant’ feature, the transdétions in them 
running above 73,000 shares, while all the 
stocks on the regular list put together fur- 
wished only 178,000. The Villards, Coalers, 
Richmond Terminal, and Louisville and 
Nashville are a fraction higher than last 
evening, but aside from these the market 
was irreguiar at the close. Several of-tne 
usually more active stocks closed where they 
did yesterday and changes in the otners av- 
erage atout . Only afew speciaities have 
moved sharply—a net rise of 1 in Louisville, 
New Albany and Chicago and 1 in Great 
Northern preferred,a net fall of 13¢ in Chicago 
Gas and zin San Francisco first preferred. 
Chicago Gus declined on rumors that the 
next dividend would be passed—that it would 
fall between the two stools occupied by Re- 
ceiver Davis on the one hand and the Fidel- 
ity company of Philadelphia on the other. 
Vice-President Benedict sald: The Fidelity 
will not recognize Mr. Davis as the appointee 
of the Chicago court, butit may of its own 
motion appoint him its fiscal agent, and so 
enable him to pay the dividen The only 
question is what Mr. Davis means to charge 
for his services. If his terms are reasonable 
the gas company wii! deal through him. 

The net advance of 344 per cent in Sugar 
was in part based on the action of the Cal:- 
fornia court dissolving the injunction grant- 
ed last February and restoring possession of 
the refinery at San Francisco to its owners, 
Havemeyer & Elder, who are naturally sup- 
posed to manage it the interests of the trust. 
Speculation in the certificates was further 
stimulated by a special meeting of the 
trustees today for the purpose of arranging 
for the annual elecuon and ‘other bust 
ness, which “other dusiness“ it was re- 
ported would include the declaration of the 
quarterly diviaend of 244 percent. The cer- 
tificates rose to 85, reacted to S8. and finished 
at 8356. Nothing was known in the street 
when the market closed as to the action of 
the trustees. An advance in sterling ex- 
change today brings the rates “ within meas- 
urable distance“ of the gold exporting point. 
The advance is due to the cessation of Lon- 
don purchases of our securities, which have 
until now kept down the rates, Silver bull- 
ion certificates were variable within a very 
slight range of fluctuauons.

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SENATOR TELLER CRITICISES Tun 
WORK OF THE EX-sKCRETARY, 


He Is Accused of Having Been ‘the Worst 
Enemy of Bimetaifiani—Mr. Teller Says 
the Advocates of a Single Standard Are 
Either Dishonest or Ignorant—General 
Franklin Reports Upon the American 
Exhibit at the Paris Exposttion. 

Wasuinaron, D. C., June 10:—[Special 1 

Among the petitions presented in the Senate 

and referred was one from the New Orivans 


Chamber of Commerce asking for an appro- 


briation of $500,000 for the establishment of a 
steamship line between New Orleans and the 
west coast of Africa. On motion of Mr. 
Morrill the House Silver bill was referred to 
the Finance Committee. Mr. Blair intro- 
duced by request a bill to prohibit the sale 
of intoxicating liquors on the grounds of ex- 
positions for which appropriations are ex- 
pended by the United Btates. Referred to 
the Committee on Eaucation and Labor. 

The Silver bill was taken up and unani- 
mous consent was given (at the request of 
Mr. Jones of Nevada) that, after 8 o’ciock 
Friday next, debate shall be limited to five 
minutes by any Senator on any question. 
The question being on Mr. Plumb’s amend- 
ment that no funds available for the payment 
of the public debt (including such as are kept 
for the redemption of United States notes) 
shall be re ained in the Treasury in excess of 
$110,000,000, on motion of Mr. Harris this 
was amended by adding to it tae words 
provided that the gold and silver coin and 
gold bullion in the Treasury, on which gold 
and silver certificates have been issued, shall 
not be considered available for any purpose 
except redemption of such certificates.” 

Mr. Sherman expressed his opposition to 
Mr. Plumb’s amendment, as the effect of it 
would be reaily to leave only a working bal- 
ance of ten millions in the Treasury, Mr. 
Reagan was of. the opinion that a reserve of 
fifty millions wouid be ali-sufficient, and he 
intended to offer an amendment carrying out 
that idea. Mr. Teiler deniea that the in- 
crease of circulatuon had kept pace with the 
increase of population. He argued that it 
would require an annual increase of $44,000,- 
000 of currency to meet the annual increase 
of population. As to the statemeat by Mr. 
Sherman and others that the supporters of 
the bill wanted a cheap dollar, Ar. Teller 
said that it was a species of demagogy which 
was a disgrace to the Senate. They wanted 
the honest dollar restored—the dollar that 
had been stricken down without the will of 
the people and without their knowledge. 
The man who stood before the Senate ar- 
guing for the single standard was either 
dishonest or ignorant, and had no right to 
represent the interests of the American 
people. Mr. Teller wenton to say that the 
bimetallic principle had had its worst ene- 
my, its most effective foe, the man who had 
done it the most harm, in the Treasury De- 
partment. It had been within the power of 
the Administration to relieve the people, so 
that what the people suffered was at the 
door of the Administration.” But there was 
no feeling favorabie to bimetallism in high 
places, and would not be while Wall street 
could influence political parties. Mr. Cali 
spoke in favor of free coinage, and then the 
Silver bill went over till tomorrow. After 
an Executive session the Senate adjourned. 

The Senate Finance Committee will take 
up the House Silver bill tomorrow morning, 
and the expectation is that it will be reported 
to the Senate in the afternoon. Senator 
Jones says there will be no controversy over 
it in the committee, as the general desire is 
to get it back again into the Senate as speed- 
ily as possible. It can be discussed and 
amended there, he says.

Secretary Blaine today transmitted to Con- 
gress the officia! report of Gen. W. B. k- 
lin, United States Commissioner-Generai.to 
the Paris Exposition. Gen. Franklin says 
that the United States secuon received high 
praise from the President of the French Re- 
public, the Ministers who visited the exposi- 
tion officially, and from the jurors. The 
general appreciation of it is shown by the 
lar list of prizes, a large proportion of 
which were high ones, awarded by the juries. 
The French authorities have been generous,

‘Articles of Incorporation Filed at Topeka’ 


for a New Line to the Gulf. 

Topeka, Kas., June 10.—[Special. ]—Art- 
cles. of incorporation of the Manhattan and 
Newton and Gulf Rallroad company were 
filed today in the office of the Secretary of 
State. This company proposes to construct 
and operate a line of standard-gaugarailway 
from the City of Manhattan, in a southwest- 
erly direction to a point on the south line of 
Kansas, in Barber County, and thence 
in a southerly direction through the Indian 
Territory and Texas toa point on the Gulf 
of Mexico. The estimated length of the 
road is 1,000 miles. The headquarters of the 
compe, will be at Newton. The capital 
is fixed at $4,500,000. As the Board of 
Direcvors includes A. R. Williams, Solicitor 
for the Union Pacific: in Kansas, the road is 
supposed to be intended as a branch of the 

future gulf system of the Union Pacific. 


Both Claim the Same Strip of Land. 

A twenty-five-foot strip of land, half a mile 
in length, and extending southeast from 
Ninety-eighth; street, between the Lake 
Shore and Fort Wayne tracks, is the bone or 
contention in a suit before Judge McConnell. 
Since 1852, when the two lines of track were 
laid parallel toeach other, ana a trifle over 
twenty-tive feet apart, the strip of land has 
been unused and apparently uncared for. It 
was so full of ashes that the grass wouldn't 
grow on it, and the water that stood on it 
almost ali the year was so greasy with oil 
from passing cars and engines that even the 
dogs gave it a wide berth.

Attempts to compromise were fruit- 
less and the present ejectment suit was 
brought, the Lake Shore claiming $5,000 dain- 
ages from the Fort Wayne. 


Ask That the Decree Be Vavated. 

The suit of the judgment creditors to the 
amount of $200,000 of the old Danville and 
Vincennes road came up for final hearing be- 
fore Justice Harlan yesterday. A decree was 
entered by consent in 1884 before Judge 
Blodgett passing the title of the Danville and 
Vincennes to the Chicago and Eastern IIli- 
nois.

BIDDING FOR THE NAVAL CONTRACTS, 


Shipbuilders Send In Their Estimates on 
the Three New Vessels. 


WasHInetTon, D. C., June 10.—Bids for over 
five million dollars’ worth of new naval 
vessels were opened at the Navy Department 
today at noon. The vessels bid for were three 
distinct types and there was considerable 
excitement about the contest between the 
rival shipbuildors engaged in the war of 
competition. The largest of three vessels — 
in fact the largest vessel ever designed for 
the United States navy—is known 
officially as the armored  .cruiser 
No. 2 (the Maine being No. 1) 
and popularly as the 8, 100-ton vessel. 
She belongs to the class of swift cruisers, and 
is close to the battle shipin that she is pro- 
vided with a modérately heavy armor belt, 
besides a protective deck. The armor will 
be about four inches thick, and the curved, 
protective deck six inches thick. She will 
be armed with six eight-inch and twelve 
four-inch bréech-loading rifies, is to develop 
16,000 indicated horse-power, and a speed of 
twenty knots. Her dimensions are: Length, 
880 feet; extreme breadth, 64 feet 2½ inches; 
depth in hold, 41 feet 3 inches. 

The other large vessel is designated 
“Cruiser No. 6,“ and is to have a dis- 
lacement of 5,500 tons. She has no armor, 
ut is provided with a protective deck 43 
inches thick. Her main batteries consist of 


‘two 8-inch and ten Linch breech-loader 


rifles. She is to make 20 knots an hour with 
13,500-horse power. This vessel is to be of 
about the same type as the Baltimore, Fhila- 
delphia, Newark, and San Francisco, except 
that her tonnage is over a thousand greater 
than any of them. Her dimsensions. are: 
Leugth, 330 feet; extreme breadth, 58 feet; 
depth, 33 feet. 

The third vessel is the practice cruiser of 
800 tons, a miniature man-of-war for the 
training of cadets at the naval academy. It 
is generally expected that tne builder who is 
awarded tue contract for this vessel will lose 
money, as there is just as much material to 
go in her as in some of the larger cruisers. 
The appropriation limits for the three ves- 
sels are: Armored cruiser, $3,500,000; pro- 
— cruiser, $1,800,000; practice ship, $260, - 


The bids for the armored cruiser No. 2 
were first considered. I‘ney were as follows: 
For the vessel according to the plans and 
specifications prepared by the Navy Depart- 
ment: The Union Iron Works of San Frau- 
cisco, $8,100,000; William Cramp. & Sons, 
Pnhiladeiphia, $3, 150, 000; the Risdon Iron and 
Locomotive Works of Ban Francisco, $3,450,- 
000. The Union Iron Works and Cramp & 
Sons also submitted bids for this vessel ac- 
cording to their own pluns and speeifica- 
tions. The former’s bid was $3,000,000 and 
the latter’s $2,985,000. The bids for 
the protective cruiser No. 6 were next re- 
ceived. There were but two, each from the 
Union Iron Works of San Francisco. 
proposed to construct the vessel according to 
the department's plans and specifications for 
$1,796,000 and according to their own plans 
and specifications for $1,760,000.

LISTENING TO NEW YORE’S PROTEST. 


Cemplaint to the Inter-State Commission | 


About Rates on Goods for Export. | 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 10.—The Iuter- 
State Commerce Commission today gave a 
hearing in the case of the New York Board 
of Trade and Transportation against the 
Pennsvivania and twenty-one other leading 
railroads of the country. John D. Kernan of 
New York appeared as counsel for the com- 
plainant and ex-Attorney-General Wayne 
MacVeegh for the Pennsylvania company. 
The other defendant roads were represented 
by their respective attorneys. 

The complainant alleges violations of the 
act by defendants in charging their regular 
tariff rates upon property delivered to them 
by shippers at New York and Philadelphia 
for transportation to Chicago and other 
Western points, while charging persons 
rates much lower, and even as low as 50 per 
cent thereof, for a hke and contempora- 
neous service under substantially similar cir- 
cumstances and conditions, when the prop- 
erty was delivered to them at New York or 
Philadelphia by vessels or steamship lines 
under through bills of lading from foreign 
ports or foreign interior points; and that de- 
fendants fail to state on their published tariff 
and in such through * of lading any in- 
land charge separately from the ocean and 
ocher charges in order to prevent ascertain- 
ment of the actual inland rates. 

The defendants admitted that in many 
cases theré was a difference between the 
local rate and the railroads’ proportion of 
the through ocean and rail rate, but main- 
tained that the acceptance of this lower 
through rate was a matter of necessity. Also 
that a less sum may be received for a con- 
tinuous passage over several lines than the 
sum of the local rates of all the parties to 
the — they 1 is well founded 
in princi and equai application 
whether ali tae lines 8 such through 
route be within the limits of the United 
States, or whetner a portion of tha 3 or 
some carriers. parties thereto, be beyond 
those limits. They maintain that for the 
carriage of foreign shipped goods destined 
for Chicago there was an active water 
and rail competition which compeliea 
a reduction of rates. The steam- 
ship companies operating between Liverpool 
and Montreal were eager seekers after Chi- 
cago business. The ocean eet from 
Liverpool to Montreal is about miles, 
and to reach Chicago a rail — 
of only 800 miles is necessary. And of this 
800 miles 500 are in Canada and therefore not 
subject to the Inter-State Commerce act. 
Even the all-water route is a formidable 
factor in rate-making.

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Is IT GOOD. LAW HERE? 


A OLAIM THAT a WISCONSIN STATUTE 
DOES NOT STAND IN ILLINORs, 


The Question Kaised by a Fireman Whe 
bues for Damages for Injuries Received 
in an Accident Caused by the Negli- 
gence of a Fellow Servant—A Queer 
Complication in the Probate Court— 
Legal Notes—The Record—the Call. 


Whether a Wisconsin statute is to be recog- 
nized by the courts of Illinois is «a point that 
comes up in the damage Suit of Christoph J. 
Tuite against the Chicago and Northwestern 
railway company. Tuite was a fireman, and 
May 2, 1887, the train collided with another and 
Tuite lost a leg. The accident was due to the 
carelessness of the station agent at Shopiere, 
Wis., who left a switch open. There is a Wis- 
consia statute which prevents a servant of a cor- 
poration from recovering damages from the com- 
pany if the-damage is caused. by the negligence 
of a fellow-servant. The detendauts say the 
Wisconsin Supreme Court has held that a sta- 
tion agent ig in legal contemplation a tellow- 
servant of a fireman. The prosecution claims 
that the liability of the company is under the 
common law and to be decided under the iaw of 
the State where suit is brought. without regard 
to any special statute of another State. Tuite 
asks for $20,000 and the case is on trial before 
Judge Clifford. 


A Novel Complication.

Some time ago Judge Kohlsaat approved a table 
of heirship- in which Mary Grace, the widow, 
Mary Woodull, asister, and the three brothers, 
Gerald, John P., and Edward, were made heirs.
